The national committee reported rec-

The re- 
port was adopted with ringing chccri, 
and the nx-gururnnr came forward and

The uommittfo on platform and the 


national committees were then const! 
tutod. 


Immediately upon the adjournment 


of the convention tbe various commit- 
tees HABOinbled and proceeded to work. 


A. A. Stevens, of Pennsylvania, was 


at S o'clock selected for permanent 
chairman. 


APTKHSOON BK8SION. 


The convention reassembled at 4 


o'clock, when the committee on perma- 
nent organisation reported the names 
of Col. Ell Kilter, of Indianapolis, for 
permanent chairman, and 
Uev. Ham 


Small for secretary. The committee 
also reported a recommendation that the 
votes cast should only represent the 
delegates in actual attendance, and 
that th» voles ot the delegates who had 
not come tn Cincinnati should not lie 
announced by the chairmen of state 
delegations. This was a move against 
tho Uomorcst faction, which lias con- 
siderable strength in the southern 
states, while these states have in no in- 
stance Mint their full quota of dele- 
gates. 


On behalf of the minority committee, 


8am Small submitted a minority V- 
port authorizing the casting of the full 
vote of each delegation. 


For nearly two hours thereafter 


•mid considerable excitement and up- 
roar the convention debated the pros 
and cons of the question 
Small made 


one of his characteristic speeches in be- 
half of the minority. Ho declared it 
was sought to perpetrate an outrage 
upon the weaker delegations; that if 
the majority prevailed the convention 
would »imply resolve Itself Into a mass 
meeting of people who had money 
enough to come to Cincinnati and bo- 
oome a grand mob Inslcud of a conven- 
tion. 
Oroo, of New York, moved to substi- 


tute tho minority report for thn major- 
ity. Morgan, 
of Minneapolis, declared 


himself ashamed of Small's speech and 
said In the olden days of the party it 
was a few follows who had too much 
money and with too little brains con- 
troled tho conventions. 
Nowadays 


they believed In practical politics and 
allowed no cliques nor rings to nm 
the party. 


CranfUl, of Texas, told the conven- 


tion that if all tho delegates from his 
•UU had come here it would have cost 
enough money to start a national bank. 
The debate was continued at great 
length, speakers being continually In- 
terrupted by objections to their re- 
marka and cries of "question." 


At times the uproar was olmont deaf- 


ening, and Chairman St. John almost 
»pllntored his desk and lost his voice In 
an effort to secure even a semblance of 
order. 


Finally, after the previous question 


had been demanded and the chair hart 
been unable to decide which side had 
the nest of It on a viva vocc vote, a call 
of the roll of states was ordered and 
tho amendment was defeated by 731 to 
889. 


At twenty minute* to seven the con- 


vention took a recca* until 8 o'clock.

The delegate* wore slow In getting 


together for the night session and It 


of half an hour and the clock was 
pointing to V when Hon KH P. Ritter, 
of Indiannpoliti, was presented as per- 
manent presiding officer. He made a 
lenghty address, rambling and an- 
ecdotal.

They 
could not afford to keep up the feud 
over an old quarrel and it was one of 
the missions of the prohibition party 
to bridge over this chasm. 


The southern delegates received the 


ej presslons with great enthusiasm, ap- 
plauding vehemently, and finally sur- 
rounding the Indiana delegation and 
waving their hats, while three cheers 
were given for peace and unity. 


In concluding his npoech tho chair- 


man said Unit tho republican candi- 
date for president of the United States 
hails from Indiana. He has been re- 
nominated, a fight has been raised on 
him and it WAA given out that it would 
be ona of the hottest flghta he hod over 
boon in. Ho wanted to give notice 
then and there that tho prohibltlbn 
purty was in it, too. That party was 
butter organized in Indiana than either 
of tho old parties, and it did not have 
to pay it adherents every time they car- 
ried a bucket of water.

chairman's address. 


A dUpatch from the North Denver 


Prohibition league conveying greetings 
and oxprcssing tho hope that the con- 
vention would Incorporate in the plat- 
form a plank for free and unlimited 
coinage of gold and silver, wo* read by 
Ham Small and received with tumul- 
tuouh applause and then at 10:16 p. m/> 
an adjournment was taken until 6:96 
this morning1.

DBS Mounts, la., June 30.—The re- 


publican state convention for the nom- 
ination of presidential electors, secre- 
tary of state, auditor of state, treasurer 
of state, attorney-general and railroad 
commissioner, was called to order at 11 
o'clock yesterday by Chairman Edgar 
W. Mack of tho state committee, 
who, after 
prayer by tho conven- 


tion chaplain, Introduced Hon. U. B. 
Huff, of Muscatlne, as temporary chair- 
man. 


"I sincerely thank you," mid Mr. 


Huff, "for the honor conferred upon 
me at this time, and I speak my heart 
truly when I say that I would rather 
be temporary chairman of a republican 
convention lor four hours than to be 
democratic governor of Iowa for four 
years." 


Bo praised President Harrison with- 


out mentioning Blalne or Clarkson, and 
closed by saying that "with Harrison 
and Reid at the head of our national 
ticket, backed by one of the ablest ad- 
ministrations wo have, ever had there Is 
every reason to feel confident ol suc- 
cess In November next. 


Tho roll of districts was called for tho 


appointment of committees and district 
electors and tho convention took a re- 
cess for dinner. 


When the convention reassembled at 


3 o'clock the committee on credentials 
reported every county represented and 
no delegations contested. 


The committee on permanent organi- 


zation reported the name of Senator A. 
L. Ilagor, of Adalr county, for perma- 
nent chairman. 


Mr. Hager, like tho temporary chair- 


man, ignored state Issues. He eulogized 
President Harrison, attacked Cleve- 
land's administration, and said:

ever passed by nn Amerirau oongroeo. No for- 
eign natlon'6 Interests woro consulted by 
thorn who framed ana adopted It

and American labor, and will bo ratified by 
American votes In November next. 


He declared for an honest dollar and 


honest elections, and declared that dis- 
tinctions between officers and private 
soldiers in pension laws should bo 
abolished. 


Secretary of State Wm. M. MoPar- 


land, State Treasurer Byron A. Beeson 
and Attorney-General John M. Stone 
were renominated by acclamation. 


C. O. McCarthy, of 8tory county, was 


nominated for auditor of state on tho 
first ballot, and State Senator O. VV. 
Perking, of Fremont county, for rail- 
road commissioner in the same way. 
Spencer Smith, the present commis- 
sioner, was a candidate for renomina- 
tlou, but he had Incurred the enmity 
of the railroad intercaU which united 
with the farmers in the nomination of 
Perkins. 


For eleotors-at-large A. B. Cummini, 


of Dos Moines, a pronounced anti-pro- 
hibitionist was selected on tho first bal- 
lot and Milton llomley, of Iowa City, an 
equally pronounced prohibitionist, on 
the third. 


The report of the committee on reso- 


lutions, which was delayed until just 
before adjournment, brought on a tri- 
angular contest, which created much 
disorder. The report of the committee 
ignored state issues entirely. It in- 
dorses the administration of President 
Harrison; approves the nomination of 
Harrison 
and 
Reid; 
declares the 


national platform to be broad enough 
for a basis of union in the coming con- 
test, and points with special pride to 
its attitude on the tariff issue, the 
silver problem, tho temperance question, 
and its demand for a pure and untram- 
moled ballot. It denounces tho plat- 
form of the national democratic party 
for Its declaration in favor of the aboli- 
tion of the national tax on the issue of 
state banks as an attempt to reinstate 
"wild cat money." 


O. W. French, of Davenport, and 


Wm. A. Collins offered a minority re- 
port in favor of county option and Mr. 
French moved its addition to the plat- 
form. This brought out Mr. Brooks, 
of Fremont county, a member of the 
last legislature, with a straightout 
prohibition plank, which he moved to 
substitute for the plank submitted by 
the minority of the committee. A mul- 
tiplicity of motions and points of order 
ensued and cheers and hisses were com- 
mingled. 


Finally, in the midst of demand* for 


a roll-call the prohibition and local 
option plank were both tabled, the 
report of the committee was adopted 
and the convention adjourned. 


Republican leaders generally agree 


that the action of the convention yes- 
terday against prohibition will not be 
regarded as a party test in Iowa here- 
after.

Tie made a tour of the city selling pho- 
tographs of himself, taking advantage 
of the opportunity to thoroughly ex- 
amine some of the finest residences in 
town. IIis curiosity to investigate the 
interior of houses was supposed to be 
mere savage curiosity, anil he was al- 
lowed perfect freedom.

Tip had located the houses, Rice and 
Wood got in their work as professional 
burglars. 
They broke into four houses 


inside of a week and secured nearly

Rice and Wood have been arrested and 
are now In jail.

With Its Human Freight—Instant Death 


of the Aeronaut—Fatal Injury of His 


Son and Probably of Many 


Others—A Panic. 


LONDON, June 30.—A frightful acci- 


dent occurred yesterday at the Crystal 
palace. A piece being given at the 
palace lately is called "The Tragic Epi- 
sode," but yesterday the audience wit- 
nessed a real and terrible tragedy. 
Capt. Dale, the well-known aeronaut, 
was to give a balloon exhibition in the 
presence of thousands 
of Sunday- 


school holiday seekers. The captain 
invited any who desired to accompany 
him in his voyage in the air. Several 
volunteered and the balloon started on 
Its upward flight, the groat multitude, 
largely composed of children, watch- 
ing it with wondering gaze. 


Suddenly the balloon bur»t, and aery 


of terror arose from the audience, as 
It collapned with a noiso as of tho dis- 
charging a huge cannon. The aero- 
naut fall to tho ground, and three of 
the passengers ware seriously injured. 
For a few moments there was a panic 
among the sightseers. The relatives of 
those who were injured rushed for- 
ward, and It was some time before the 
extent of the accident could be under- 
stood. Cn.pt. Dale was an experienced 
aeronaut, and has given many success- 
ful exhibitions before. 


Investigation shows that tho materi- 


als oi the balloon was rotten from dis- 
use. 


About 10.000 persons, mostly wome.n 


and children, had gathered to watch 
the ascension. 


Dale took aboard, among other 


amateur aeronauts, his son, aged 14 
years. When released the balloon shot 
up about r>00 feet. Then a reddish 
cloud burst from the top of the balloon, 
o heavy report was heard, the car 
swayed, a man could bo seen reaching 
among the ropes, and tho next instoat 
the balloon collapsed. The car dropped 
like lead with the ropes and torn ma- 
terial fanning the air above it. 


About 100 feet from the ground Capt. 


Tale, who was slinging to a rope, was 
thrown loose by a sudden lurch and 
fell dead and mutilated. 


The car struck on tho stone woll 


around an artificial lake, rebounded 
against an iron railing, and fell to the 
ground in fragments. 
The 
son of 


Capt. Dale was hanging to the side of 
the oar when it struck the stones. He 
was thrown fifty feet. The other occu- 
pants of the car held on to tho last. 
All of them were in the car when it 
struck and were strewn with 
the 


wreckage after the collision with the 
iro» railing. All hotl sustained numer- 
ous fractures, but it is possible that 
they will recover. 


Young Dale had hardly a whole bone 


in his boily. He had not recovered con- 
sciousness last night and the physicians 
said he would die within a few hours. 


One spectator was caught in the 


shoulder by the grappling anchor. He 
was thrown to the ground and the an- 
chor tore through his face. Several 
other speetavors were injured by the 
anchor, but not severely. 


The panic in the crowd during the 


fall was appalling 
Hundreds started 


to run, trampling children and women. 
Others fell to the ground and covered 
thuir faces. 
When the ear struck the 


shrieks of the occupants anil spectators 
were heard for half a mile. Scores of 
women fainted 
After the accident the 


injured were laid out <m 
piles of 


freshly-cut grass, aud wore brought to 
consciousness by friends and relatives. 
For half ati hour the green looked like 
a groat open-air hospital; then most of 
the sickened women were helped away 
or were carried homo in carriages. 
Most cf those who were neither ill or 
injured left the prounds a few minutes 
after the accident.

The appointment of John W. Foster 


to succeed Jams* O. Blaine it the head 
of the state department will be emi- 
nently satisfactory in every way, save 
one, and that is that he ball* bom Indi- 
ana.

Miller-and on the line ot equity the 
objeotton to the •ppoiotmwt ot another 
Indianlan would be letitfoiU.

Then is no doubt that, tor political

The foot that the senate confirmed the 
appointment, without referring it to the 
foreign relations committee, is almost 
without precedent, snob honor having 
been confined to senators in active serv- 
ice, who ore nominated for office, which 
argues that the appointment ie not only 
highly satisfactory to the senate, bat that 
Mr. Foster's services to the government 
have been of snob a distinguished char- 
acter, that the vote for confirmation in 
the way it came amounts to a vote ot 
confidence. 


Mr, Foster has been in the diplomatic 


service since 1878, serving OB minister to 
Mexico, St. Petersburg nnd Spain, re- 
spectively, and since that time, both in 
tho administrations of President Cleve- 
land and President Harrison, he was 
sent on special diplomatic missions by 
the government, but in the present ad- 
ministration he has been especially act- 
ive, having hod charge of the arrange- 
ment of the moet important reciprocity 
treaties under the MoKinley law, and is 
entirely familiar with the business before 
the state department, and for these rea- 
sons, ho was, no doubt, appointed, and 
for these reasons the appointment wits 
so highly satisfactory to the senate and 
will be to the country.

SMASH UP. 


An Illinois Central Freight Train

An Illinois CentrsJ freight train ran 


into oar No. 10, of the City Line thia 
morning at 8 o'clock at the Eldorado 
atreet crossing, and as a reeult of the 
accident the oar is now laid on the shelf 
for repairs. U. 3. Garrett was the motor- 
man in obargo and when he reached the 
crossing there was no sign ot danger. 
Everybody who desires to go over this 
crossing knows how bard it is for the 
driver to eee up or down the track on 
either side on account of the freight oars 
standing on both sides. Not seeing any 
train or the flagman be started bis oar and 
when be was within several oar lengths of 
the track be discovered the llignmn run- 
ning out to eignnl him. 
It was tben 


too lute to stop the uar b«foro tbe 
switching freight train stniok him nnd 
the crash came. 
Fortunately no one 


but the rtotoinuin wus en the cii, and 
when Garrett saw be could not auvo the 
oar he jumped to save himself. The tram 
wns not boosing at a great rate of speed 
nnd consequently tbe damage to the oar 
was not so great us it might have been. 
When the train struck the oar the force 
ot tbe collision raised one side of the 
street oar several feet above the track, 
tearing a great hole in it, bnt luckily not 
injuring the motor. It was indeed a 
narrow escape, and had the car been 
crowded it is probable many lives would 
have been lost. 


An interesting question regarding toe 


new Australian ballot law has been railed 
at Piano, III. The facts, which have been 
already.published, are that it tbe elec- 
tion ot an alderman in a certain ward ot 
the town tbe license r wple nominated a 
candidate and hie name was duly printed 
on the ticket in the regular way. The 
anti-license oitizens ot the Ward made no 
nomination, but when the day of the elec- 
tion oame they all tamed out at the polk, 
scratched off the name of the candidate 
printed on the ticket and wrote on the 
ticket the name of an anti-lioeuse man, 
who was elected. The question now 
raised is, did the voters who thus scratch- 
ed out the printed name on the tiokel 
and wrote a name in ite place comply 
with the law, and were their votes legally 
oounted? Aa the city council, like the 
legislature, ia the judge of the election 
and qualification ot ita members, and aa 
the office involved ia a small one, the 
question in this particular instance rmgb 
not get iuto the. courts, hot for the fao 
that the point is an important one, and i 
will undoubtedly reach the snprem 
court sooner or later. There are those 
who bold that no candidate can be voted 
tor whose name ia not printed on the 
ticket; that, although a voter may 
scratch hia ticket, be must make B choice 
ot candidates from those whose names 
are regularly printed on the ticket. 


Reed Green, chairman ot the house 


committee on elections, which framed 
the Australian ballot law, ie understood to 
take this view of the matter. Attorney 
General Hunt, however, eays that the 
law does not forbid such a proceeding, 
and he holds that a voter has a right to 
vote for anyone he chooses, no matter 
whether the name of such person ia 
printed on the ticket or not. Said the 
attorney general yesterday: "The right 
of an elector to vote for anyone whom he 
may choose is a right which will not be 
restricted, unless the law does so in ex- 
preesjterme. The Australian ballot law 
does not in terms restrict this right. On 
the contrary, I think section 23 of the act 
quite clearly preserves this right. If it 
did not, this right would not be destroyed 
by so construing the law as to make it 
effect that result, unless such construc- 
tion was necessary to eft'eot the purpose 
of the law." 


Section 23, referred to by M. Hunt, 


siys: "Section 23—On receipt of his bal- 
lot the voter shall forthwith and without 
leaving the inclosed space retire alone to 
one of tbe voting booths so provided, and 
thull prepare bis ballot by making in tbe 
appropriate margin or place a cross (x) 
opposite the name of the candidate ot hie 
choice for each offloe to be filled, or by 
writing in the name ot the candidate ot 
his choice in a blank space on said ticket, 
making a cross (x) opposite thereto." 


Those who hold that the writing in of 


a name is illegal contend that the word 
"candidate" in the clause, "or by writing 
in the name of the candidate of his
